A California  state  law  requires  students  to 
attend  school  until  they  attain  their  eighteenth  year  or  have 
been  graduated  from  the  twelfth  grade  of  a high  school. 

In  the  pages  of  this  directory  will  be  found  listings  covering 
almost  every  type  of  modern  educational  offerings  designed  to 
meet  the  needs  of  pupils  and  students  of  all  ages.  Adult  students 
may  obtain  supplementary  information  regarding  the  rich  pro- 
gram offered  in  the  vocational  and  technical  field  by  addressing 
the  office  of  the  Superintendent,  135  Van  Ness  Avenue,  San 
Francisco  94102.

1.  Teachers  and  all  other  employees  of  the  Board  of  Education  shall 
have  complete  freedom  in  selecting  the  professional  or  employee  or- 
ganizations which  they  may  wish  to  join,  without  coercion  of  any 
kind  from  any  administrative  officer  or  other  school  employee. 

2.  Whatever  courtesies  are  extended  to  any  employee  organization  in 
the  schools  shall  be  fully  and  unreservedly  extended  to  all  employee 
organizations. 

3.  The  use  of  any  coercion  or  pressure  by  any  principal  or  other  ad- 
ministrative officer  or  otheT  school  employee  to  influence  any  teacher 
or  other  employee  to  join  or  refrain  from  joining  any  organization 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  unprofessional  conduct. 

4.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  call  attention  to  this  regulation 
at  the  beginning  of  each  school  term  by  means  of  a notice  in  the 
Superintendent's  Bulletin  (San  Francisco  Public  Schools  Bulletin).
